6. Gate guards in front of the NG Kaserne on Nordstrasse wore red- 
border black epaulets without branch-of=service insignia. Only 
a guard detail seemed to be located in the installation.

8, The Ross Hotel on Jakobsring seened to be a Soviet officers!
